I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  and  state  of 
the  public  health  in  the  Colwyn  Rural  District  during  the  year  1963. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with 
all  matters  within  my  responsibility  regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine 
and  I have  included  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circular  3/64  (Wales) 
by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

GENERAL. 


The  Colwyn  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  29,579  acres  and  is  almost 
entirely  agricultural,  but  has  a small  amount  of  industry  which  is  situated  in  the 
Parish  of  Llanelwedd.  There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  district.  The  first  show  of 
the  Royal  Welsh  Agricultural  Society  at  the  new  permanent  site  at  Llanelwedd  was  held 
during  July.

Section  2.  General  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

During  the  year  Mr,  J.C.  Bowen  remained  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor.  On  1.1.63  Mr.  J.R.M.  Walker  commenced  his  appointment  as  assistant 
Public  Health  Inspector.  These  two  officers  work  in  a similar  capacity  for  Built h 
R.D.C.  and  Llanwrtyd  Wells  U.D.C.

A new  scheme  for  the  'part  of  Llanelwedd  Parish  which  adjoins 
the  neighbouring  urban  district  of  Builth  has  been  prepared  and  a public  inquiry  was 
held  in  December,  1963.  The  proposed  scheme  will  also  provide  for  the  sewering  of 
the  permanent  showground  of  the  Royal  Welsh  Agricultural  Society  and  the  proposed 
site  for  Council  Houses.
